Police Supt. James M. Roch- 
ford and his top aide, Michael 
S p i 6 1 1 o , and former Supt. 
James B. Conlislc Jr. were 
subpenaed Monday to appear 
before a county grand jury in- 
! vestigating police spying. ■£. 

The grand jury also subpe- 
naed a number of records, in- 
cluding the roster of the police 
Intelligence Division from 1972 
to the present and the divi- 
sion’s master index cards. 

State’s Atty. Bernard Carey 
said the investigation also will 
delve into the possible illegal 
use of electronic eavesdrop- 
ping devic es. \ 

THE DEVELOPMENT 

came as the grand jury opened ! 
its investigation into why po- ! 
lice spied on civic groups and 
kept dossiers on hundreds of 
civic leaders, politicians and 
journalists. 

Four witnesses were ex- 
pected to testify in the first 
day of the investigation, or- 
dered by Carey after Daily 
News disclosures last week of 
widespread police spying, 

Marcus Salone, an under- 
cover police officer who infil- 
trated the Organization for a 
Better Austin and served as its 
president for two years while 
spying on its members, will be ; 
the first to testify, sources 
close to the investigation said. 

The grand jury had subpe- 
naed some records Friday. 
Among the additional records 
subpenaed Monday were those 
showing the identities of con- 
fidential informants who pro- 
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vjded police with information 
on a number of civic groups. 

IN OTHER developments: 

• Rochford denied over the 
weekend that five prominent 
persons on whom intelligence 
files reportedly were kept had 
ever been the object of a “po- 
lice investigation.” Rochford’s 
denial left open the possibility 
that intelligence dossiers were 
kept on the five, however. 

Rochford told The Daily 
News Monday that any allega- 
tions or evidence of illegal ac- 
tivities by policemen should be 
presented to a grand jury. 

Aides of Rochford said he 
spent the weekend going over 
files in the department and 
getting an update on the in- 
telligence division activities, 
and Rochford said he probably 
would hold a press conference 
on the spying allegations early 
Tuesday. 

• Acting Corporation Counsel 
William R. Quinlan, who Fri- 
day denied any police files on 
the five existed after the grand 
jury subpenaed the records, 
told investigators over the 
weekend that police again 
would check their files. 

• Three independent alder- 
nien Monday exercised their 
statutory right to have the city 
clerk convene a special City 
Council meeting at 10 a.m. 
Thursday to investigate police 
spying. 

Any three aldermen can con- 
vene a special meeting, but un- 
less 26 aldermen show up the 
session will be canceled for 
lack of a quorum. 

Aldermen Leon Despres 
(5th), Dick Simpson (44th) and 
William Cousins (8th) called in 
their resolution for all police 
espionage files to be filed im- 
mediately with the city clerk. 

■ Their . resolution also calls 
for the Council to consider re- 
moving from office any city of- 



ficials involved and for pas- i 
sage of a pending ordinance | 
prohibiting the use of city j 
funds for spying. 

• Willie Mae Reid, Socialist 
Workers Party mayoral candi- 
date, Monday asked Carey’s 
office to investigate what she 
charged was infiltration of her 
campaign organization by po- 
lice. 

First Asst. State’s Atty. 
Ralph Berkowitz told her at a j 
meeting in the Civic Center 
that subpenas will be issued 
for any police files on the So- 
cialist Workers Party. 

• The Alliance to End Repres- 
sion sent a letter to U.S. Atty. 
James R. Thompson urging his 
office to begin an immediate 
investigation o i possible viola- 
tions of federal criminal stat- 
utes by Chicago police in their 
spying activities. 1 

IN ADDITION to taking tes- 
timony, the grand jury has 
asked for police intelligence 
records on Chicago attorney 
Barnabas Sears, University of 
Notre Dame President the 
Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, 
Carey, state Sen. Richard 
Newhouse and Asst. State’s ; 
Atty. Kenneth Gillis. 

The names of all but Gillis 
appear in documents obtained 
by The Daily News, with nota- 
tions indicating their homes 
are in “I.D. files.” Police 
sources identified “I.D.” as 
standing for “intelligence divi- 
sion.” 

An informant co-operating 
with the investigation reported 
Gillis is the subject bf a dos- 
sier. 

AMONG witnesses subpe- 
naed to appear before the 
grand jury Monday, in addi- 
tion to Salone, are intelligence 
division officers J. Cunning- 
ham and Irwin Bock, who pre- 
pared certain documents in the 
police files. 




The fourth witness is Patrol- 
inan Frank Sabutis, who is 
identified in police documents 
as a member of the depart- 
ment’s undercover unit 
Four other policemen and 
one top police official. Deputy 
Supt Mitchell Ware, who is in 
charge of overseeing all police 
intelligence work, have been 
subpenaed so far. 1 
Additional subpenas are ex- 
pected later this week, sources 
close to the investigation said. 
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
